On tjhe outbreak of 
the war he entered the volunteer ser- 
vice aa lietonant, ri&in<g rapidly to "the 
rank of major. 


On Feb. IS, 1878, President 
Hayes 


appointed him judge advocate general 
of the army with the rank of brigadier 
general. He was the trusted friend of 
President Gai-field and attended kim 
through the long fatal hours Wvat pre- 
ceded his untimely death. 


In 1884 he was accused of giving 


evasive answers to the secretary of 
war regarding a private transaction, 
tried by cour-tmartial and acquitted ot 
fraudulent practices^ but convicted o£ 
conduct prejudicial to good order and 
discipline. The sentence imposed by 
ttie military court was disapproved. 
The court then sentenced General 
Swaim to suspension from rank and 
duty on halt pay for 12 years. 


December 3, 1894, Secretary Lament, 


by direction of the president, remitted 
the unexpired portion of his sentence 
and restored him to all the rights and 
privileges of his office.

This morning the steamer Virginia, 


the regular Pittsbuig packet, landed 
alongside 
the wharfboat 
and dis- 


charged her freight and passengers. 
The captain gave the signal to let, her 
go. The pilot rang the bell to start 
her and she moved up alongside the 
Wharfboat, 
The pilot gave the wheel 


a turn to Bteer her head out into the 
ilTer, bat suddenly she took an oppo- 
site course, and with all the ringing of 
bells and turning of the wheel she kept 
on her course, determined for ones to 
have her own way. The machinery 
was beyond control. The little steamer 
Bob Le'e, a junk-boat, trading in rags 
oil barrels, etc.. was lying just above 
the wharfboat. 
The unruly steamer 


made a side sweep at her, tearing away 
one side of the cabin, from Htern to 
etern, and wrenching the hull so badly 
that she sprung a leak. Pumps were 
immediately brought into action nnd 
the little boat was saved from sinking. 
This did not satisfy the Virginia. She 
nest tackled J. M. Stockbam's coal 
floats and soon made a complete wreck 
of them. The floats were very substan- 
tially built, being used for driving over 
with heavily laden wagons, the timbers 
being 
unusually heavy. 
But 
the 


steamer plowed through them for a dis- 
tance of fifteen feet as easily as if she 
were ruining pine boxes. About this 
time the pilot and enigneer succeeded 
in getting control of the machinery, 
and she pulled out of the wrecked float 
and moved on her way up the river. 
The float was a total wreck. It was 
worth about two hundred • dolIaiE, but 
it will cost about six hundred dollars 
to build a £new one. The damage to 
the Bob Lee will possibly reach two 
hundred dollars. 
While the Virginia 


officials could in no way prevent the 
action of the boat, it being one of those 
unavoidable accidents, yet she will be 
held responsible for the damage done, 
and her owners will have to whack up 
a pretty sum to square up matters.
